Claim Objections 

8. Claimi is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "sleeves 
six cot legs" on page 11, line 2 should be changed to "sleeves and six cot legs". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

9. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "the 
allows" on page 11, line 19 should be changed to "that allows". Appropriate correction 
is required. 
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10. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "the 
sidesleevs" on page 1 1 , line 7 should be changed to "the siderail sleeves". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the Inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Line 4 of claim 1 recites, "The siderails telescoping in nature are adapted from the 
internal frame backpack stays". It is unclear to the examiner as to how the siderails are 
different with the internal frame stays because on Page 4 of the specification on Line 9 it 
recites, "The side rails will be made to telescope in order to facilitate easier packing or 
adjust to the use as a main stay of internal frame packs." 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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12. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "the two center legs" in line 2, "the center stay" in 
line 3, "the trekking poles" in line 3. "The siderails" in line 4, "the internal frame backpack 
stays" in line 4", "The siderails" in line 6, "the internal frame backpack" in line 6, "The 
siderails" in line 7, "the designated siderail receiver holes" in line 8, "The trekking poles" 
in line 9, "the point of cot function" in line 10, "the proper tension" in line 11, "the center 
leg ice ax shaft tightening screw" in line 11, "the point of the trekking pole" in line 13, 
"the handle" in line 14, "the point of the ice ax" in line 15, "the shaft of the ice ax" in line 
16, and "the siderail receiver" in line 17. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 
limitations in the claim. 

13. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

14. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
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agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
